in search of work, was held up and 
shot by a tramp in the Nelson y a r d s 
of the Chicag o k Northwestern rail- 
load at about 7 :4 5 o’clock Sunday 
evening ; his assailant making his es­ 
cape on a freig ht train which was 
pulling out of the y ards at the time 
oi the shooting . Loeko is now in the 
Dixon hospital, suffering from bul­ 
let wounds in his left shoulder and 
rig ht forearm; neither of the wounds 
however, being serious. 
Saw Him Count Money . 
Loco had some money with him 
when he arrived in Nelson looking 
for work on tile section; and as the 
Sterling passeng er pulled 
into the 
station lie stepped in front of the 
train and counted his money in the 
lig ht thrown by the electric head­ 
lig ht on the. locomotive. 
It is believed that tip. tramp saw 
him as he was counting his chang e, 
for soon after the passeng er pulled 
out, Loeko was accused by a man who 
thrust a revolver ag ainst his abdo­ 
men and demanded his cash. 
Struggled for Gun. 
Loeko, 
according 
to 
his story , 
soug ht to wrest the revohe r, a 52 
calibre weapon, from the strang er, 
and he- also called for help. 
The 
tram p pulled the trig g er and 
the 
bullet lodg ed in the left shoulder of 
liis victim, disabling that arm; and 
be immediately g rasped the g un with 
his rig ht hand. 
The assailant ag uin pulled the trig 
g « *r and a bullet plowed 
a 
furrow 
throug h the rig ht forearm. 
By this 
time laborers had been aroused by 
the shots and 
Locko’s 
calls 
for 
help and were hurry ing to the scene 
jumped 
aboard 
the 
moving east- 
bound freig ht train and made a suc­ 
cessful escape. 
Brought to Hospital. 
Locke was taken to the depot and 
later was broug ht to Dixon by Dep 
uty Sheriff Onken and M. C. Stitzidl. 
He was taken to the Dixon hospital 
wlier,. his wounds were attended to, 
and where it is now pronounced that 
neither injury is dang erous.

meantime the officials iiad been no­ 
tified; but it is believed the notifi­ 
cation came too late.

THE STA R SPA NGLE D B A NNE R 


One hundred y ears ag o this morning , following the futile bombardment of Fort McHenry at Baltimore by 
the British, Francis Scott Key , a y oung poet and lawy er, wrote 
’I he Star Spang led Banner, 
the 
national 
anthem of Our Country ; and today , all over this broad land, patriotic people are quietly pay ing homag e to 


the author, the flag and the nation. 
Scott, with a number of other well known citizen; of Washing ton, had been taken aboaid the tlag ship of 
Admiral Cochrane of th e British fleet, following the sack of the national capital, and these Americans 
wore 
forced to witness the bombardment of Fort McHenry at Baltimore, all during (be nig ht of Sept. 1.1, 18 14. All 
nig ht long the British poured shot and shell upon McHenry , but the plucky Americans in the tort sent back 


answering volley s bravely . 
And the three 
A n n rieans aboard the ship anxiously paced the deck fearful lest the fort be oblig ed to sur­ 
render. Sometimes the bomba bursting in air mr.de such a vivid g lare over the fort that they could see 
the 
Stars and Stripes floating . In the early dawn oi the 14th the Americans, looking toward the fort, rejoiced to 
see that the flag was still fly ing and that the Eng lish had g iven up the attack upon Baltimore. 
Key was so 
happy that, seizing an old letter, ho inscribed on the back of it the poem which expressed the feeling he had 
had as he watched the llag during the long perilous nig ht. That poen» is today , a century later, 
the 
national 
hy mn of the g reatest republic, and as long as the United States exists, efforts to chang e the hy mn will be futile 
for “ The Star Spang led B a nner” was born in a 
time of strife and victory .
